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AGROPYRON TRACHYCAULUM YEIISUS A. PAUCIFLORUM 


M. L. Fernald 

In 1932, the late Dr. Malte 1 sbowed that the Nortli American piant 
which had been passing as Agropyron tenerum. Vasey (18S5) was 
properly deseri bed more than a century ago as Triticum trachycaulum 
Link (1833). Malte greatly helped clarify the point by publishing a 
piate showing the type; and he correctly made the combination A. 
trachycaulum (Link) Malte (1932). In my study published in May, 
1933, I cited, 2 as a synonym of A. trachycaulum, Triticum paucifiorum 
Schweinitz in Keating, Narr. Longs 2d Exped. ii. 383 (1824), not 
A. paucifiorum Schur (1859). 

The type of Schweinitz’s species is a very characteristic specimen 
at the Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia and studied by 
me in 1932; 3 but I purposely avoided inaking a new combination 
under Agropyron, based on T. paucifiorum Schwein. (1824), because 
of the “homonym rule” put through 4 at Cambridge by Professor 
Hitchcock and those who thought with him in order to clarify 
nomenclature. The rule as adopted at Cambridge was
